Wires in China Pulled by the “Boxers.” 
Other Blforts Made. 


{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, June 17.—The day 
passed here without a single line of 
news from any official source respecting 
the critical situation in China. All day 
the telegraph offices at the White 
House and in the State, War and Navy 
departments, were manned, but no 
word came. Inquiries of the cable com- 
panies showed that not only were the 
communications by wire with Peking, 
Taku, Tien-Tsin and all Northern 
China suspended, but the notices con- 
veyed little encouragement for the hope 
that they would be soon reopened. 

The War Department early in the 
day recéived the following message 
from cable headquarters at New York: 
“The only news from the Far East 
today is the notice of interruption of 
lines between 


and Japan via that route.” . 

The line referred to is a land wire 
funning out of Peking to Tschita to 
the north and connecting with the Rus- 
sian Siberian system. Thence iand 
wires cun through Korea and by a short 
cable across to Nagasaki, Japan. 

The Navy Department during the 
day made an effort to reach Rear-Ad- 
miral Kempff on his flagship Newark 
at the Taku forts, at the mouth of the 
Pei Ho River. A cablegram was
